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Search warrant leads to Pea Ridge arrests 


Man ‘rocket dials’ 911; dispatch overhears drug deals

The Irvine Police Department and 
other county law agencies executed 
a search warrant at 922 Pea Ridge 
Road on August 23, 2014, after 
conducting a series of controlled 
drug buys at the residence of 
Samuel Lucas Willis. 

Irvine Police Officer Michael 
Gross oversaw the controlled buys 
of oxycodone pills. 

But the most incriminating 
evidence came on August 22, when 
911 dispatch received a pocket dial 
from an unknown cell phone. A 
series of drug transactions could 
be overheard and were recorded at 
Estill County Dispatch. 

When the dispatcher returned 
the call, a male identified himself as 
Lucas Willis. 

Officers arrested Willis for 
possessing oxycodone and having 


over $600 in cash. He was charged 
with three counts of trafficking in a 
controlled substance, first degree; 
one count of illegal possession 
of a legend drug (Nuarnantine); 
prescription of a controlled 
substance not in a proper 
container; and possession of drug 
paraphernalia. 

He was lodged in the Estill 
County Detention Center and his 
bond was set at $50,000 cash. 

Other arrests were made at the 
scene. Megan Estes, 21, of 4996 
Dug Hill Road, was arrested after 
she and another male drove up to 
the residence while officers were 
on the scene. Estes was detained 
and interviewed. She stated that 
she had come to the residence 
to purchase oxycodone and that 
she had purchased it there in 
the past. She was charged with 
public intoxication of a controlled 
substance, and attempt to traffic in 


a controlled substance. Her speech 
was slurred and her eyes drooping. 

Darrell Spicer, 52, of 470 Pea 
Ridge Road, was also detained 
after driving up to the residence 
while officers were conducting the 
search warrant. Spicer was arrested 
on Madison and Estill County 
warrants. The Estill County warrant 
was for failure to appear in court 
to face charges of operating on a 
suspended or revoked operating 
license, no registration plates, no 
tail lamps, and failure of the owner 
to maintain required insurance. The 
Madison County bench warrant 
was for failure to show proof of 
restitution to Kohls of $149 for 
the underlying charges of theft by 
unlawful taking or disposition of 
others, contempt of court libel/ 
slander, resisting to order, and 
non-payment of fines. He was 
also charged with possession of 
drug paraphernalia after an officer 



located a straw with residue in his 
pocket. Officers Brad Smith and 
Karl Rifenbark served the warrants. 

IPC Chief Brad Smith said the 
investigation is on-going, and more 
arrests are possible. 


Car Show to benefit 
man who helped 
restore them

was severely burned just 
weeks after suffering a heart 
attack. 

Horn has helped re¬ 
upholster many of the 
vintage vehicles that will be 
on display. 


He was released from the 
hospital last week after a 
four-week stay and is still 
undergoing therapy. 

“I was trying to put gas 
in the carburetor to start 
a car,” he said, noting that 
it is a common practice, 
but not one he would now 
recommend. 

The gas backfired on him, 
burning 40 percent of his

Speeding vehicle almost 
hits guards, school buses 


The Irvine Police Department 
is warning the public that they 
are strictly enforcing the 25 
m.p.h. speed zone in front of 
Estill Springs Elementary after 
a man nearly hit two crossing 
guards, a school bus and 
another vehicle in front of the 
school last week. 

According to a report by IPD 
Officer John Sturniolo, on 
August 12, Charles Webb, 40, 
of Northwood Apartments, 
disregarded a crossing guard 
who was holding a flashing 
stop sign, and he almost hit a 


school bus. The vehicle then 
went off the road and drove 
around the school bus, almost 
hitting another vehicle while 
getting back on the road. 

Webb then disregarded 
another crossing guard who 
was holding a flashing stop 
sign, then he left the scene 
of the incident at a high rate 
of speed, heading north on 
Winchester Road. 

Sturniolo said the incident 
created a substantial danger

KSBIT assessment socks 


school district with big bills

The Estill County School 
District has been stuck 
with a bill for $430,175 by 
a Kentucky School Boards 
Insurance Trust (KSBIT) 
assessment. 

The school system has 
participated in workers 
compensation funds and 
property and liability funds 
with KSBIT for more than 
20 years, but until last year, 
board member Jon Bicknell 
said, was repeatedly assured 
by the state that the trust 


was in good shape. 

KSBIT went belly up 
in June of 2013, leaving 
participating school 

districts around the state 
liable to pay large amounts 
of money. 

Hensley said even schools 
which opted out of the trust 
ten years ago are still having 
to pay. 

The Estill County School 
District will get a refund of 
$18, 848 from the Kentucky 
School Boards Insurance 
Trust to the unemployment 
fund, but they have been 
court-ordered to pay 


$430,175 following the 
KSBIT Assessment. 

School districts around 
the state are responsible for 
more than $60 million in 
liabilities. Superintendent 
Bert Hensley said they have 
no choice but to pay the 
fees. 

“No politician wants to 
take on the state school 
board,” he said. 

He noted that some 
districts have been 
“basically bankrupted” by 
the courts decision. 

The state gives three

options for payment, but the board opted 
to take a plan that spreads the payments 
over a six year period with no interest. 

The Estill County School Board set 
property tax rates at the compensating 
rate of 45.1 during Thursday nights board 
meeting, a .4 decrease in last years rate of 
45.5. Personal property tax rates are the 
same. 

Last years rate was lowered after a 
committee organized to circulate a petition 
to recall the originally proposed “nickel 
tax,” which would have set the rate at 51.6. 

Hensley said the school year has 
started off so smoothly, its almost as 
though it never stopped. He said student 
enrollment is up by 14 district-wide, while 
kindergarten enrollment is down by 41. 

Hensley said there will be an appraisal 
of property at Estill Springs Elementary 
that will be affected by the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinets planned 
improvements on Main Street and KY 
Hwy. 89. 

Leon Roberts was given place on the 
agenda to address the board. Chair 
Patty Hood told Roberts he had a limited 
amount of time to express his opinions. 

Roberts called into question the boards 
claims of percentages of taxes gathered 
by the sheriff’s office. He also expressed 
concerns that the same auditor conducted 
the audit for the school district for more 
than three consecutive years, which 
Roberts said is not legal. 

Hensley said it is legal if they are 
approved by the Department of Education. 
Angela Howell, treasurer for the school 
district, assured Roberts that all auditors 
hired by the district are accredited and 
peer-reviewed. 

Hensley told Roberts he would be glad 
to sit down with him in private to go 
over records at a later date if he still had 
questions. 

When Roberts continued to press the 
school board with questions, Chairwoman 
Patty Hood asked him to take a seat. She 
said the board was not prepared to answer 
questions, because they did not have that 
information in front of them. 

A lengthy list of personnel actions was 
acknowledged. Those recently employed 
include Clay Baber, Laura Davis, Austin 
Moore, and Shonda Thomas as substitute 
teachers for the District; BreAnda 
Browning as teacher at South Irvine; Lizzie 
K. Hudson, Jessica Nunnelly and Donnie 
Watson as bus drivers, Ashley Leach and 


Ashley Mangus as teachers at West Irvine, 
Donna Tipton and Rebecca Woolery as 
cooks, and Jordan Whitehead as teacher at 
the middle school and high school. 

Elizabeth Chaney, Bethany Hall, Breanna 
Mink, Courtney Plowman and Christian 
Tipton were hired as co-op students in 
various schools throughout the district. 
Amber Flynn, Nancy Puckett and Shirley 
Trimble were hired as substitute cooks, and 
Anida Jenkins and Robert Palmer, Jr. were 
hired as substitute bus assistant/drivers. 

Extracurricular hires include Candice 
Biltz and Ashley Edmond, co-head coaches 
of volleyball at the high school, Brian 
Crowe as head baseball coach at the high 
school, Seth Martin as sixth grade boys 
basketball coach at the middle school, and 
Jordon Whitehead, as head boys basketball 
coach at the middle school. 

Resignations came from Selisa Adams, 
teacher at South Irvine, Nancy Farmer 
and Chad Muncy, substitute teachers, Roy 
Fowler, traffic controller, Brian McKinney, 
yearbook sponsor at the middle school, 
William Patrick Reese as custodian at the 
high school, Donna Tipton, bus assistant, 
and Danny Wood, head softball coach at 
the middle school. 

Kathy Rawlins retired as paraeducator at 
Estill Springs. 

In other business, a request for a 
waiver of the required adoption of a 
new district facilities plan was approved. 
Superintendent Hensley said it wouldn’t 
make sense to make a new one while they 
are finishing the building and grounds 
plan for the improvements at South Irvine. 

A contract with King and Points Physical 
Therapy and Rehabilitation Services, 
PSC, was approved to provide services to 
students. A medical leave of absence for a 
staff member was granted. 

A section 7 request to pay dues for 
academic teams was approved at a cost of 
$2,345. 

A third change order for the high school 
partial renovation project was approved. 
Contractor Brandon Tyree of Certified 
Properties, LLC in Berea reported to the 
board on some of the issues his crew has 
been facing in completing the project. 

Tyree said a third party survey of the 
property said it was one of the wettest 
locations theyd ever seen because the 
school is built on shale. He said because 
of the moisture problem there is a lot of 
rusting pipes and bar joists that have to be 
replaced before the flooring is completed. 

Because of moisture problems, the flake 
epoxy floor finish will not be applied in the 
locker rooms and rest rooms, but the floor 
will be painted instead.

Man charged after high speed chase 


A Beattyville man was arrested by Irvine 
Police Officer John Sturniolo after he was 
seen traveling west on River Drive at 75 
m.p.h. in a 35 m.p.h. zone. 

Ronald Eugene Abney, 46, of 399 High¬ 
way, Beattyville, disregarded Sturniolos 
flashing lights and siren, and traveled 
north on Court Street at 51 m.p.h. in a 25 
m.p.h. zone. He also failed to stop at stop 
signs. 

When he finally halted at Marcum and 
Wallace Memorial Hospital, Abney said he 
was a federal agent as he exited his vehicle.

Abney was arrested and charged with two 
counts of wanton endangerment, first de¬ 
gree; two counts of wanton endangerment 
of a police officer; fleeing or evading po¬ 
lice, first degree; impersonating a police 
(peace) officer; reckless driving, improper 
lane usage/vehicle to keep right except to 
pass; disregarding a stop sign, and speed¬ 
ing. 

His bond was set at $5000 cash.

Endangered species new focus of EPA 


from The Kentucky River- 
keeper Alliance 
Recently a coalition of 
national and Appalachian 
conservation groups asked 
the U.S. District Court for 
the Western District of 
Kentucky to compel the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) to protect 
imperiled wildlife in Ken¬ 
tucky The groups want the 
EPA to reassess the dangers 
posed to wildlife by a new 
set of water quality stan¬ 
dards covering Kentucky’s 
coal mining and agricultur¬ 
al operations. 

In November 2013, the 
EPA approved the weak¬ 
ening of Kentucky’s water- 
quality standards for seleni¬ 
um, a pollutant commonly 
released by mountaintop re¬ 
moval coal mines. The EPA 
also approved Kentucky’s 
weakened standards for 
nutrient pollution from 
agricultural runoff, which 
causes toxic algae blooms 
in local bodies of water and 
depletes the oxygen needed 
to support most aquatic 
life. A coalition of conser¬ 
vation groups including 
Appalachian Voices, Ken¬ 
tuckians For The Com¬ 
monwealth, Kentucky Wa¬ 
terways Alliance and Sierra 


Club, immediately filed 
suit, asserting that the EPA’ 
s new guidelines are insuf¬ 
ficient to protect water¬ 
ways and wildlife under the 
Clean Water Act. 

Today, two national wild¬ 
life conservation groups, 
Defenders of Wildlife and 

Center for Biological Di¬ 
versity, joined the case. 
The groups assert that, in 
addition to violating the 
Clean Water Act, the EPA’s 
approval of Kentucky’s 
weakened water quality 
standards also violates the 
Endangered Species Act 
(ESA). Under the ESA, the 
EPA is required to consult 
with the U.S. Fish and Wild¬ 
life Service to assess the im¬ 
pacts of changed standards 

on federally listed spe¬ 
cies. The groups allege that 
the EPA violated the ESA 
by initiating, but failing to 
complete, that consultation 
process. 

Jane Davenport, senior 
staff attorney with Defend¬ 
ers of Wildlife issued the 
following statement: “Coal 
mining has devastating im¬ 
pacts on water-dependent 
wildlife. The new, weak¬ 
er water quality standards 
were originally proposed 
by the coal mining lobby so 


it’s unfortunate to see the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency essentially rubber 
stamp them without even 
checking to see how im¬ 
periled wildlife would be 
affected. Implementation of 
these new standards needs 
to be put on hold until the 
EPA fulfills all of its obliga¬ 
tions under the 

Endangered Species Act 
and Clean Water Act’s Tier- 
ra Curry, senior scientist at 
the Center for Biological 
Diversity and a native of 
Knott County, issued the 
following statement: 

“Kentucky is home to more 
kinds of freshwater animals 
than nearly any other state. 
Keeping the water safe for 
them will also help protect 
healthy water quality for 
people. 

Alice Howell of Sierra 
Club’s Cumberland (Ken¬ 
tucky) Chapter issued the 

following statement: 
Mountaintop removal coal 
mining threatens our health 
and our environment, in¬ 
cluding our most vulner¬ 
able species. The EPA has 
acted irresponsibly by ap¬ 
proving Kentucky’s danger¬ 
ously weak standards. It’s 
time for the courts to inter¬ 
vene and uphold the strong 


protections required under 
the Clean Water Act and 
Endangered Species Act.” 
Suzanne Tallichet, state 
chair of Kentuckians For 
The Commonwealth, issued 
the following statement: 
“KFTC members are con¬ 
cerned with the health and 
wellbeing of all species. 

We all share the planet, so 
when one species is being 
harmed, we are all at risk, 
including people. Kentucky 
state officials and the EPA 
should help us strengthen 
rather than diminish, our 
natural resources. Many 
Kentuckians are working 
hard to build a brighter 
future for coal-impact¬ 
ed communities. But that 
bright future depends on 
having healthy streams that 
are necessary for wildlife, 
tourism, communities, and 
businesses to thrive. 
Appalachia’s bright future 
can’t be built on polluted 
waterways that are doing 
damage to fish and wildlife, 
not to mention local com¬ 
munities. 

Kentucky deserves better 
than these weakened water 
quality standards. 

Eric Chance, water quality 
specialist with Appalachian 
Voices, issued the 


following statement: “This 
weakened selenium stan¬ 
dard is basically a handout 
to the coal industry at the 
expense of the people and 
streams of Kentucky. The 
EPA and state are just mak¬ 
ing it easier for polluters 
to get away with poisoning 
streams. This is a misguid¬ 
ed rule at odds with well-es¬ 
tablished science, existing 
laws and common sense.” 
Judy Petersen, executive 
director of Kentucky water¬ 
ways Alliance, issued 
the following statement:* 
“The selenium pollution 
allowed under these new 
rules could impact birds 
and other wildlife depen¬ 
dent on the bugs and small 
fish in our waterways. 

And we’ve already seen the 
impacts of too many nutri¬ 
ents in our waters. 
Taylorsville and Barren 
River Lakes have levels of 
harmful algae that put them 
in the moderate health risk 
for recreational exposure. 
People can get sick and 
even dogs and pets could 
die after swimming in these 
lakes. We must do a better 
job protecting our water¬ 
ways from pollution, and 
not lookto weaken protec¬ 
tions.”

can talk to about anything. Rein¬ 
vent yourself from time to time and 
do something different.

Broadening broadband: Better access, more jobs

While Senate Bill 99 was left to 
languish on the precipice during 
this year’s General Assembly, the 
legislature instead agreed to issue 
$30 million of taxpayer-backed 
bonds with the stated goal of pro¬ 
viding broadband access in eastern 
Kentucky to promote job growth. 
Frankfort’s big-spending politi¬ 
cians opted for spending millions in 
“Silicon Holler” while denying a bill 
that would have reduced regulatory 
burdens that discourage additional 
private’ investment in broadband. 
Wrong move, Frankfort. 

Passing a policy like that contained 
in SB 99 would result in saving tax¬ 
payers’ money and increase access 
as private telecommunications 
companies would invest and grow 
Appalachia’s broadband infrastruc¬ 
ture by a lot more than the relative¬ 
ly paltry amount that was budgeted. 
The larger investment would bet¬ 
ter serve students, teachers, small 
businesses and medical profes¬ 
sionals, who, as a result, would 
advance their educational attain¬ 
ments, grow their businesses and 
improve health care while reducing 
its costs. 

Government’s more proper and 
helpful role in advancing broad¬ 
band growth is to remove those 
obstacles in regulatory policy that 
hinder private broadband projects 
from flourishing. 

Clearing out the regulatory under¬ 
brush, such as SB 99 was designed 
to do, reducing taxes and fees on 
private providers, speeding up the 
approval process for broadband 
build-outs and providing compa¬ 
nies with access to public infra¬ 
structure are relatively simple steps 
that Frankfort could take to expand 
Kentuckians’s access to the pros¬ 
perity offered by new information 
technology. 

Allowing government to build, 


and possibly even operate, a state¬ 
wide system that counters private 
providers will stifle new broadband 
investment by reducing the very 
factor that ensures greater access, 
use and quality of service: compe¬ 
tition. 

Why would any rational private 
company willingly move to, or ex¬ 
pand in this commonwealth if a 
chief competitor is a state project 
propped up by taxpayer dollars 
rather than earned profit? 

Indeed, the policies I’m advocat¬ 
ing are the ones that allowed the In¬ 
ternet to flourish in the first place. 

No less than Larry Irving, who 
headed up the National Telecom¬ 
munications and Information Ad¬ 
ministration during President Bill 
Clinton’s administration, supports 
this limited-government approach. 

“In its initial strategic paper con¬ 
cerning the Internet,” The Agenda 
for Action, the (Clinton) admin¬ 
istration, underscored that our 
first principle was to promote pri¬ 
vate-sector investment through tax 
and regulatory policy, Irving said. 

In this instance, the Clinton Ad¬ 
ministration honored the free mar¬ 
ket, and it worked. 

Clinton’s fellow Democrat and 
current Kentucky Gov. Steve 
Beshear should try it, too. 

Beshear originally proposed twice 
as much government funding for 
the eastern Kentucky broadband 
build-out than originally was ap¬ 
proved by lawmakers in the state 
budget. 

Wouldn’t it be a better use of tax¬ 
payer dollars for legislators to focus 
on the 30 percent of Kentuckians 
who have chosen not to use the In¬ 
ternet, eventhough most of them 
already have some type of access to 
broadband services? 

For instance, instead of running 
their own broadband networks, cit¬ 
ies could: 

- Offer more digital education 
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for length or to reject any and all submissions.Please contact the 
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policy, would like to submit a letter to the editor or would like to 
suggest a story. 


classes at local schools and colleges. 

- Provide more computers at li¬ 
braries where residents can log on. 

- Launch local education efforts 
about the benefits of broadband 
use. 

Educating Kentuckians about the 
benefits of broadband will encour¬ 
age more 
of them to 
get online 
and partici¬ 
pate fully in 
the 21st cen¬ 
tury econo¬ 
my. 

The rela¬ 
tively few 
dollars spent 
on these edu¬ 
cation efforts 
will likely 
more than 
pay for 
themselves 
through bet¬ 
ter education 
outcomes for 
our 

students, en¬ 
hanced eco¬ 
nomic activ¬ 
ity and lower 
health-care 
costs for 
everyone. 

Heck, it will 
probably even 
mean an ex¬ 
panded tax 
base and more 
revenue 
for local gov¬ 
ernments. 

I bet small¬ 
town officials 
struggling to 
meet tight 
budgets while 
constantly 
looking for 
the resources 


to build and repair streets and fund 
their employees’ pensions would 
likely label such an approach ‘the 
right 
move.’

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The Neighborhood Blacksmith

In times past 
there was a 
need for rural 
folks to have 
access to a 
blacksmith 
to get hoes 
& axes and 
plow points 
sharpened. 
They needed 
the shoes for 
their horses & 
mules worked 
on to fit better—among other things such 
as the blade for mowing and small tools 
that needed sharpening. 

My daddy had a blacksmith shop in a 
building down below our house beside of 
a Milam apple tree. He had a forge with 
bellows underneath, and an anvil and large 
hammer, and would first build a fire in the 
forge with coal and let it get to burning real 
hot. 

He would turn the handle on the forge & 
the bellows underneath made the fire burn 
brighter. He would put the metal tool in 
the fire until it became red hot, then grasp 
it with heavy tongs and beat it with the big 
hammer while it was hot to flatten it and 
shape it out, then he plunged it into a zinc 
bucket of water that he had close by to 
temper it. 

He also had a grinding wheel to sharpen 
things such as weed hooks or sickles or 
those big sythe blades that people used to 
mow weeds around their houses & build¬ 
ings with, before they had push lawn mow¬ 


ers. The neighbor men would come to get 
things sharpened. They usually came on 
rainy days, mostly in the mornings, and 
would watch daddy work on their tools & 
talk. I used to like to go in the shop when 
Daddy worked on his own tools & turn the 
forge handle & make the fire burn bright. 
My brother and daddy would sharpen 
their pocket knives on the grinding wheel 
& Daddy sharpened butcher knives for 
carving meat. Daddy also had a vise for 
gripping things tightly to work on them. 
When we were kids, he would let us watch 
him work if we wouldn’t get in his way too 
much. 

I liked to smell the coal smoke burning 
& hear the sizzle when the hot tools were 
plunged into the water & see the steam rise. 
Some of the other small communities had 
blacksmiths too because they were much 
needed. There were small stores in some 
of the communities too. The old anvils 
in those shops were very heavy and solid 
pieces of equipment. Iron is very strong & 
durable. I doubt if an anvil could ever be 
wore out. It could wear out hammers after 
a long enough time, I suppose. 

So I can compare an anvil to the Bible, 
God’s Holy Word. Many things have come 
against it & it has been disputed & beat 
upon by critics & atheists and those who 
want to destroy it, but it’s still the same & 
will endure through all time and eternity. 
There is a story in II Kings, verses 1-7 that 
tells about an iron axe head that floated! 

The prophet Elisha’s servant dropped it 
into the water (accidentally) when they 
were cutting down wood to build a dwell¬ 


ing place in Jordan. The axe-head was bor¬ 
rowed, so the man was distraught because 
he lost it. So the prophet Elisha, who was 
a man of God, cast a stick into the water 
and the axe head floated up so the servant 
could retrieve it! Another miracle from the 
greatest book ever written. Read the story 
for yourself sometime soon. 

I found a copy of this poem by Henry W. 
Longfellow in an old poetry book I bought 
recently that I would like to include that 
goes along with my story. I love poetry and 
always liked this poem. Hope you like it, 
too. 

The Village Blacksmith 

Under a spreading chestnut-tree 
The village smithy stands; 

The smith, a mighty man is he, 

With large and sinewy hands; 

And the muscles of his brawny arms 
Are strong as iron bands. 

His hair is crisp, and black, and long, 

His face is like the tan; 

His brow is wet with honest sweat; 

He earns whateer he can, 

And looks the whole world in the face, 

For he owes not any man. 

Week in, week out, from morn till night, 
You can hear his bellows blow; 

You can hear him swing his heavy sledge, 
With measured beat and slow, 

Like a sexton ringing the village bell, 

When the evening sun is low. 

And children coming home from school 



Look in at the open door; 

They love to see the flaming forge, 

And hear the bellows roar, 

And catch the burning sparks that fly

A Monarch Waystation was officially dedicated at West 
Irvine Elementary on Thursday afternoon while thunder 
rumbled overhead. 

Joanna Kirby, state garden club president and pres¬ 
ident of the Danville garden club, was present to 
give a short talk and “bless” the garden. 

Monarchs migrate from the United 
States and Canada to 
Mexico and California each year. 
The Waystations are designed to 
provide water, nectar 
and shelter to 
the butterflies as they fly their 
migratory path. 

They also serve as havens 
for other pollinators 
such as bees and 
hummingbirds. 
Local Four 
Seasons Garden 
Club president 
Patti Reese 
thanked the 


school— 

the principal, teachers and students—for 

their respect for the earth and all its creatures. 

“Monarchs are a symbol of the world’s problems,” said 
Reese. Like other species, crowding and overdevelopment 
are threatening them with extinction. 

Inspiration for the garden came from a member of the 
Four Seasons Garden Club, Barbara Welch, as well as her 


daughter Susan and granddaughter Elizabeth. Her son 
Bobby provided a lot of the digging or “grunt work,” once 
the dream started to become a reality. 

The Four Seasons Waystation has inspired others in the 
county to create them, said Myra Finney, who said she 
knows of at least two others in the planning stages. 

Not only do the stations help Monarchs along the way, 
but they provide a “laboratory of learning” to educate 
students about the cycles a butterfly goes through in its 
lifespan. 

MonarchWatch.org provided each of West Irvines 
students with a brochure explaining the life cycle of a 
butterfly, from the laying of eggs, to the caterpillar stage, 
to the forming of a chrysalis, to hatching into a a beautiful 
soaring butterfly. 

Students will learn how milkweed is vital to the Mon¬ 
arch, during the spring and summer being the only place 
they lay their eggs. It is also where the chrysalis stage is 
formed. 

Spraying of roadsides and pastures threatens the Mon¬ 
arch’s habitat. And the use of pesticides in gardens can 
also kill the Monarch in any phase of their life. 

Nectar from flowers such as zinnias, coneflower, black- 
eyed susans and daisies, provide fuel for the Monarchs as 
they make their long fall flight. 

Another unique feature about Monarchs is that four gen¬ 
erations of them are born each year. The first three gener¬ 
ations die within two to six weeks of becoming butterflies, 
but the fourth generation, or “super” generation, is born 
in September and October and lives six to eight months. 
They are the ones that migrate and keep the species going.

Riders N Christ 

Rally raises money for underprivileged 

Riders N Christ, bikers who represent Christ, hosted their first annual Biker Fest at the 
Estill County fairgrounds on Saturday 

Festivities began at 11 a.m. and lasted throughout the day with singing, preaching, 
and lots of family fun. Inflatables, corn hole games, horseshoes and other games were 
set up, and barbeque was served for lunch. Door prizes were awarded, and there was a 
car and bike show. 

Organizers said the goal of their organization is to give to the widowed and orphans, 
as well as the homeless while promoting Jesus Christ. Proceeds from the rally will fund 
a “shop with a biker” event.

Rd, just off Winchester Road. Rob Anderson, a member of Riders N Christ, said the N 
in their title stands for “new beginning.” 
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Perfect weather conditions portend 
a great dove season 


The diminishing daylight hours, foggy 
mornings and slightly different angle of 
the daytime sun informs hunters the best 
time of year is upon us. 

Dove season opens on Labor Day, Mon., 
Sept. 1 statewide. This season, hunters have 
an additional 20 days to pursue doves, with 
most of those days scheduled for the last 
two segments of the season. The opening 
segment of dove season closes Oct. 26. 
Dove season opens again Nov. 27 and 
closes Dec. 7. The third segment opens 
Dec. 20 and closes Jan. 11, 2015. 

“The crops are on time and on schedule 
and everything is teed up and ready 
for dove season,” said Rocky Pritchert, 
migratory bird coordinator for the 
Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “The outlook for dove season 
is positive. The habitat is looking really 
good.” 

Pritchert reports seeing early silage and 
tobacco harvest, which is a good sign for 
the upcoming season. “The one negative 
may be with the habitat so abundant, birds 
may be less likely to concentrate,” he said. 
“Whenever you have an abundance of 
habitat, the birds could spread out after 
opening day to areas undisturbed by 
hunting.” 

The public dove hunting fields on both 
private lands and on department wildlife 
management areas are in great shape for 
the upcoming season, Pritchert said. Fields 


on private land open to public hunting on 
Sept. 1 and close Sept. 2 through Sept. 5 
and open again on Sept. 6 (fields hosting 
mentor/youth dove hunts don’t open to 
public hunting until Sept. 6). Dove fields on 
wildlife management areas open to public 
hunting Sept. 1, but those hosting mentor/ 
youth hunts open to public hunting Sept. 
2. All of the public dove fields on private 
lands close to hunting Oct. 24. 

Consult the 2014-2015 Kentucky Dove 
Hunting Guide available online at fw.ky. 
gov for a list of public dove fields. Printed 
versions of the guide will be available in 
a few days wherever hunting licenses are 
sold. 

Scout the dove fields you plan to hunt, 
whether public or private, before the 
season. Study how doves enter the field. 
“Look for any tree lines, power lines, fence 
lines or brush lines doves are using for 
flyways,” Pritchert said. “Position yourself 
along those flight lines. Place your back to 
the sun so you are not looking into it.” 

Pritchert also recommends finding 
a position in the dove field with some 
sort of backdrop. “You don’t want to be 
silhouetted on an open hillside,” he said. 
“Find cover or a rise behind you.” 

Some dove hunters possess a cavalier 
approach to hunting on opening day and 
wear bright shirts and hats with unnatural 
colors. “Always wear subdued clothing 
such as greens, browns or camouflage, even 


on opening day,” Pritchert said. “Avoid 
wearing white, red, yellow or chartreuse. 
You are not trying to attract a bass to hit a 
spinnerbait with your clothing. You want 
concealment.” 

A 12 or 20-gauge shotgun loaded with 
shotshells containing No. 7 Vi or No. 8 shot 
work well for doves. Always be mindful of 
other hunters in the dove field and avoid 
shooting at low flying birds. If you see 
ground, or objects close to the ground such 
as brush or a fence row when you shoulder 
your gun, don’t fire. 

“Always wear hearing protection and 
shooting glasses,” Pritchert said. 

Some landowners push the boundaries 
of the regulations in their desire for a good 
dove hunt and place attractants in the field. 
Pritchert said walk out into an unfamiliar 
field before the hunt and look for signs of 
baiting. Piles of wheat or grains spread 
on ground that hasn’t been prepared for a 
seedbed are warning flags. 

“It is hard to walk away, but that field may 
under surveillance by law enforcement,” 
Pritchert said. “It is better to be safe than 
sorry.” 

After opening weekend, hunting 
pressure often causes doves to change their 
behaviors and they don’t come to prepared 
fields with the same frequency. “Silage or 
harvested corn fields are good places to 
start later in the season,” Pritchert said. 
“Also, farm ponds can be really good late in 


the day when doves are coming for water.” 

Target these areas in the additional days 
afforded during the second and third 
segments of dove season. “Those last two 
segments can be great hunting,” Pritchert 
said. “There are still a lot of doves in the 
state in late November, December and 
January.” 

Pritchert recalled a recent late season 
hunt in which he harvested a near limit in a 
harvested corn field in December. “It never 
got above 30 degrees that day,” he said. 

In addition to a valid Kentucky hunting 
license, dove hunters also need a Kentucky 
migratory game bird - waterfowl hunting 
permit. The bag limit is 15 doves per day.
